SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 24.—Democrats 


found a clear sky, a, cool atmosphere and 
a big crowd when they turned out this 
morning. The situation was about the 
same as last night. Candidates were just 
as numerous and just as confident, the 
State Democracy was just aa sure they 
would be admitted to the convention. 
Taminanyites were equally sure they 
would not make room for them. Every- 
body was satisfied that the excise plank 
would be as broad as Brooklyn bridge, 
and as for the future of the party it never 
looked more rosy to Democratic eyes than 
it does today. 


The streets of Syracuse were lined with 


people. During the early morning hours 
the sidewalks were blocked in front of 
the hotels and lobbies and the halls of the 
hotels themselves were jammed. Flags 
were displayed liberally from house tops. 
Quite a number of buildings showed dec- 
orations. The hotels and saloons led the 
procession. Delegates and party leaders 
were up until after midnight pulling wires 
and pushing the claims of the many can- 
didates. 


Delegates from all over the state seemed 


to be pretty well united in favor of John 
B. Judson of Fulton county for State 
treasurer and Daniel G. Griffin of Jeffer- 
son county for attorney general. 
It was 


evident this morning from the manner in 
which the New York County Democracy 
men hustled about that they were here 
or a fight. The fact that Senator Hill 
was championing their cause greatly 
stimulated them and gave them renewed 
hopes of success. 


Convention Opens. 


At 12.27 Chairman Hinkley called the 


convention to order, he stated that he 
was directed by the state committee to 
say that the regular and Shepard dele- 
gates in Kings county wese to be placed 
on the roll, the regulars to have a two- 
thirds vote and Shcpards a one-third vote. 
Hon. 
Perry Belmont was selected tem- 


porary chairman and addressed the con- 
vention. 


WORLD'S RECORD BROKEN 


A New Y< r , Central Train Performs the 


Feat Today.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 24.—Another 


world's railroad record has been broken. 
The New York Central's fast special train 
accomplished the feat this morning. The 
train, consisting of three coaches, left 
Albany at G o'clock this morning and 
arrived here at 8.12, making the run of 
148 miles in 132 minutes, or at the rate of 
a mile every 531-2 seconds. This is the 
world's record for this distance.

Bad Smash-Up of Freight Trains Near

The regular freight 
was at the station taking on cars and was 
behind time.

was slight as the train used a siding.

OSCAR WILDE AGAIN. 


He Is Carried From Prison to a Bank- 


ruptcy Court Today.

LONDON, Sept. 24.—Tne examination of 


Oscar Wilde in bankrupt proceedings was 
to have taken place today, and the con- 
vict playwright and author was brought 
from his prison to the bankruptcy court 
in a cab. He was not called to the stand, 
however, his counsel having asked for an 
adjournment of proceedings which the 
court granted. In moving for an adjourn- 
ment Wilde's counsel stated that the pris- 
oner's debts amounted to £3,581. Toward 
the liquidation of this sum his friends 
have subscribed £1500, and the remainder 
would be made up so that twenty shil 
lings in the pound would be paid.

TYPHOID FEVER. 


What the Board or Health Has 


Not Done Which Ought 


to be Done. 


A PHYSICIAN 
STATES THE USE. 


Quite Possible That Our Artesian Well 


Water is All Right and the .Causa 


of Disease Is Left Negli- 


gently Undiscovered. 


In the controversy over the • purity of 


our artesian well water there is great 
danger that the real point at issue, 
namely, the cause of the typhoid fever in 
this town, will be lost sight'of. When I 
wrote my communication to the TBAN- 
scniPTon Friday last, I supposed the 
board of health had taken pains to assure 
themselves of the correctness of their an- 
alysis before having them published. 
Such, however, does not seem to be 
the 
case 
as any 
person can see 


for 
himself 
by 
examining 
them. 


Three waters, each containing free am- 
monia, are shown when mixed to have 
none. This is a little odd, and it seems 
to me should have attracted the attention 
of the analyst. So it is with the solids 
and albuminoid ammonia. While found 
in the mingled water, the proportions are 
not at all what they should be if this 
water was made up from the oilier three 
samples. These discrepanciesshow prob- 
able want of care in taking samples. 


And I will say right here that no. lay- 


man should be entrusted to take simples 
of water for chemical examination. This 
should be done by the chemist who is to 
make the analysis, or when this is not 
possible, by some other chemist. It may 
not fie out of place to say in regard to the 
free ammonia, and the chlorine feaid to be 
in the well water that these ' products 
may exist in deep wells like outs, in per- 
fectly pure water, in quantities which 
if 
found 
in 
shallow 
wells 
or 


reservoirs would render them suspicious. 
They only become so in very deep wells 
when accompanied by considerable al- 
buminoid ammonia. That, according to 
Prof. Harris's analysis was not the case 
with the pump water, as 0.032 is not ex- 
cessive, and moreover there is no certain- 
ty that it contains that amount. I am not 
arguing however either in favor of, nor 
against the wells. I am trying to state 
facts, I know that we have typhoid fever 
with us, and that it is highly probable 
that its origin is in our water or the sup- 
ply. But, as I pointed out in my former 
communication, a water contaminated by 
sewage may contain no typhoid germs, 
while one showing no such pollution may 
contain them in abundance,! know too that 
unless vigorous measures are taken «t 
once to stamp out this disease, We shall 
have more of it next year than we have 
this; and if we sit down after a few feeble 
efforts,.or.it; without even these, we say 
"Oh we guess it's in toe air,1'*e will de- 
serve all we get. Let me repeat that 
safety from typSoid fever, lies in a pure 
water and ice supply. And by pure in 
this case, I mean free from the specific 
typhoid germ. If the search be tho.-- 
ough and intelligent, it will be successful, 
and we shall drive the disease from our 
midst. This is a matter which deserves 
the serious attention of every man and. 
woman in North Adams, and which is 
simple enough to te understood by any 
intelligent layman. 


It should have been attended to long 


since by our local board of health, but as 
it has not been, and as so much that is 
erroneous has been written on the subject, 
I consider it my duty as a physician, hold- 
ing the belief that I do concerning the 
origin of typhoid fever, to give some facts 
concerning it. 
Every physician should 


be required to give a detailed statement 
of all his cases. The street, in order to 
determine whether the disease confines 
itself to any particular section of the 
town. The source of water, ice and milk 
supply. Whether the water has been 
boiled before drinking, and whether it 
has been drunk with ice melted in it. 
There are many more things, but this will 
indicate the line of investigation to be 
followed. To do these things is the duty 
of the board of health. Has it been doing 
them for the past two years? 


In conclusion I will say that there is 


only one chance in many, that our ty- 
phoid fever will be found to He where 
truth is said —"at the bottom of a well."

Information of Value to Parents of Pupils 


and the Public Generally. 
About 


the New Teachers. Rooms Not 


Badly Overcrowded. 


The public schools are now in good 


running order. All the old teachers have 
been retained except in the high school, 
.there the force is entirely new, with the 
exception of Miss Fuller. Dr. Gadsby of 
Yonkers, N. Y., is priucipal, and his as- 
sistants are Mr. Mammett of Worcester, 
Mr. Burrage, and alias McDuffee, a grad- 
uate of the University of Vermont. The 
"ew teachers in the grammar school are: 
Room 5, grade 4, Miss Doyle; loom 6, 
grade 4, Miss May E. Jones, a graduate of 
Westfleld Noraial school; room 7, grude 
5, Miss Gertrude Sheldon; ,oom 13, grade 
£, Miss Lily 
E. 
Blancuard. 
Miss 


Blanchard has also been made principal 
of the grammar and primary departments 
in the Drury building and will have as an 
assistant Miss Stella W. Carroll, a gradu- 
ate of the New Britain, Conn., normal 
school and at one time a student in Mid- 
dletown university. 


It has been planned to make the work 


in grade 9 more interesting and practical 
by introducing new subjects and methods 
of study, such as will break the tiresome 
and mechanical processes involved in a 
formal review of subjects that have been 
studied for a series of years. 


There have been no changes in the 


Church and State street schools, except 
that at the latter Miss Ella Ore was today 
appointed assistant. The Union school 
has two new teachers, Miss Cumnmigs 
and Miss Robinson. 


None of the school rooms are now 


much 
overcrowded.

school has 
the 
laigest 
number uf 


pupils in its 
history, 161. Outside 


of the high school there are 815 pupils in 
Drury academy, making a total of 770 m 
the building. The pupils iu the other 
schools in the main part of the town 
number as follows: Church street, 33J; 
Union, 438; Veazie street, 212; Brayton- 
ville, 124; State street, 174, making a total 
of 2057 in the six schools. 


The attendance thus tar has been very 


good indeed, and it is an interesting fact 
that there was not a single case of tardi- 
ness in the high school last week, and 
only three the first week. 


The Veazie street building has been re- 


lieved for the present by transferring one 
class, grade 4, numbering about thirty-six 
pupi's, to Drury academy. 


The science work in the high school is 


in charge Mr. Burrage, whose classes are 
large and doing excellent work. 


Tbis morning the public kindergarten 


school opened in the Y. M. C. A. rooms. 
Thirty pupils were registered and more 
are expected. 
Children four years old 


and upwards are admitted. 


The evening schools will open about 


the middle ot October. Superintendent 
Hall has had a consultation with State 
Inspector Howes and will arrange for a 
very systematic registration. 


The superintendent and teachers arc 


well pleased with the way the schools 
btart off and are looking forward to a 
pleasant and profitable year's work.

NEW YORK POINTS THE WAY, 


New Yor% state, with Tier' thirty-six 


eleotorial votes, last week save a strong 
line on what may be expectad as the next 
Republican national platforai. Her voice 
next year will largely dominate tbe Re- 
publican convention, and today Republi- 
cans may read in the plat form adopted 
last week the keynote on two great 
jasues—the tariff and money. Here they 
s.re wisely and well put. On the tariff 
the convention thus expressed iteelf: 


\\'e denounce the Wilson tariff with its 


iniquitous income tax attachment (hap- 
pily declared unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme court of the United btates) as the 
firsb fctep accomplished in the campaign 
for the annihilation of American indus- 
tries begun by Gro\er Cleveland in De- 
cember, 1887. 
This tarifl is neither a 


measure for protection nor a tariff for 
revenue, but a tarift for de'icit, failing by 
scores of millions a year to raise the 
amount of revenue necessary tor the ex- 
penses of our National government. We 
denounce the Democratic administration 
for its gross mismanagement of the finan- 
ces of the nation. It already has added 
more than 5165,000,000 to the national 
debt and ths burdens of the people, and 
there is every evidence that this increase 
is to be continued. 
We denounce the 


Democratic administration for its false 
and misleading statements oi the public 
expenditures, and for its failure 
to 


promptly pay the nation's honest debts 
that it may be able to present a delusive 
statement of the treasury's actual condi- 
tion. 


On the subject of a sound currency and 


the question of free silver coinage, the 
convention expressed itsel f in language 
that cannot be misuncerstood and in ac- 
cord with the views of patriotic Republi- 
cans throughout the Union : 


We believe that the nat ion's honor as 


well as the material interests of our citi- 
zens demands the maintenance of a na- 
tional currency, every dollar of which, 
whether in gold, silver or paper notes, 
shall be of equal value and equal debt- 
paying or purchasing pov/er, and we de- 
clare our unalterable opposition to the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. Any 
inflation of the currency of the country 
by degrading the standard of value to the 
silver oasis is distinctly repudiated.

Without Being Seen. 


It was plain that the thief was someone

one employed in the postofflce had been 
the robber. One of the clerks went off at 
10 o'clock in the evening, and another ono 
took his place at midnight.

Stamford Negro Kills a Woman and Himself 


Before the Public. 


STAMFORD, Conn., Sept. 2*. — Mack

murdered Mrs. Uoury L. Dudley, a good- 
looking mulatto woman, and then com- 
mitted suicide, at 5:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, ou Atlantic street, the main 
thoroughfare of the city. 


Simpkins, who is a widower with three 


children, had been very attentive to Mrs. 
Dudley. Her husband, who is a prosper- 
ous citizen, resented Simpkius' attentions 
to his wife, and for a time Simpkins did 
not call at tho house. Yesterday Sinipkms 
got drunk, and told several of his friends 
that he intended to commit suicide. 


About 6:30 o'clock in the afternoon he 


met Mrs. Dudley on Atlantic street. Af- 
ter speaking a few words he drew a razor 
from his pocket and drow It across her 
throat, making a gash several inches deep 
and extending from car to ear. Dr. P. J. 
Kogers, who was on his front doorstep, 
saw tho cutting. Ho says the woman 
staggered a few steps and fell to tho side- 
walk. 
Ho rushed out and attempted 


to capture the murderer, who still held 
the bloody razor in his hand. Simpkins 
ran down a side street, and before any 
ons could catch him cut his own throat, 
dying almost immediately. Mrs. Dudley 
was taken home and expired half an hour 
later.

WEATHER AND CROPS, 


The Heat of the Past Few Days Has 


. Been a Record Breaker. 


Continued Dry Weather la 


Causing Some Alarm. 


Rivers, Wells and Pastures Seriously In Need 


Ol Heavy Rain. 


BOSTON, Sept. 24.—Tho weekly weather- 


crop bulletin of the New England weather 
service for the week ending Sept. 33 is as 
follows: 


I 
Generally clear, dry, hot weather has 


I prevailed in New England daring the 


i week just passed, and has been favorable 


for ripening and harvesting crops. Tho 
first part of the week was cool, but the 
hottest spell of the season baa prevailed 
during the latter part in most places. At 
New London, Conn., the 33d gave the high- 
est temperature ever recorded thero in the 
history of the bureau. Only light showers 
have fallen in any section during the 
week, and crops are suffering and water 
supplies are get tins extremely-low. One 
correspoudent in Kennebec county, Me., 


I states that the water supplies of the Hal- 
I lowell Water company have not been so 


low for 17 years. The weather bureau ob- 
server at Eastport, Me., reports that the 
electric light works at Calais and St. 
Stephen on the St. Croix river have been 
obliged to stop, as the water Is not high 
enough to turn the wheels. The rivor 
was never known so low before. 
At 


Bust-port tho deficiency in rainfall since 
Jan. 1 ID ISM Inches. 
The course of the 


hot wave has been the same monotonous 
gaunter eastward that has marked its 
progress during four days. 
The very 


warmest part of the whole affair reached 
this section yesterday. 


Fall Feed Stiffen. 


Generally clear, pleasant weather has 


prevailed in 
Maine, with light loeal 


showers on the Slst and 23d. The water 
supplies are getting extremely low and 
wells are fast failing. It is too dry to 
plow, and fall feed is seriously feeling the 
effects of the continued dry weather. The 
temperature the first part of the week was 
geuernlly low, but for the last few days 
ths hottest weather of tho season has pre- 
vailed in many places. The heat has in- 
tensified the drought, but it has served to 
ripen up corn and other late crops well, 
until now most crops are past danger from 
frost. Cranberries were frost bitten ou 
some bogs last week. Beans have cured 
very well. Potatoes are rotting to con- 
siderable extent. 


Potatoes Injured. 


Unusually hot weather has prevailed in 


New Hampshire all the last part of the 
week, and has had a bad effect on those 
potatoes yet remaining undug. Many re- 
port their crop badly rotted on some fields, 
while on others scarcely a rotten one in to 
bo found. The weather has been gen- 
erally clear and dry, and very favorable 
for ripening corn and other crops. Much 


I ensilage corn was badly frosted last week, 
I and will go into the silos in that con- 


dition. Pastures are very dry, and water 
supplies are low in many places. Corn is 
being put into shock very fast. There is 
a general complaint of damage to apples 
by worms, and ono correspondent in Hills- 
boro county states that they are full of 
dry, withered spots. Some are sowing 
winter grain, but, generally, ground is too 
dry for plowing. 


Little Shower*. 


Light sprinkles of rain have come in 


Vermont on several days during the week, 
and has helped to keep feed in fairly good 
condition. The hot weather oC the lost of 
the week has ripened fruit very fast, and 
with the clear weather has hastened tlio 
curing of second crop. Much corn has 
been cut and husked, also, and the crop is 
pronounced^ very fine; practically all 
sound cars filled to the tip. Ono corres- 
pcSndcut in JUhitfenden county reports that 
"pears tJjJa'yeitt have a rust in a ring of 
different widths on them which causes 
decay very' soon after being gathered." 
Apples are affected also to a considerable 
extent. We are inclined to thick that this 
is not due to the weather conditions, hut 
is rather the effects of some imported 
fungus growth, and advise anyone finding 
effects of this kind on their fruit to send 
specimens to their state agricultural ex- 
periment station. 


Bain Badly Needed. 


Great changes in temperature have oc- 


curred in Musstichusetta dunug the past 
week. Tha Jlrst part was cold and the 
last part gave somo of the hottest weather 
of the season. The heat 1ms colored up 
apples, and has ripened late crops as well, 
but cuusod cranberries to rot to some ex- 
tent ami ha* bean injurious to newly set 
stiMwUeriry bails. One oorrnsporulenc in 
Plymouth county states that more dain- 
»g« was doue tha cranberry crop by tho 
frost than was supposed in making his re- 
port l»st week. Buc another Plymouth 
county corruri^ouilout states'that tho dam- 
ag3 to the crop was slight, and another in 
Barnstiible ooanty reports that it did but 
little damu^i: m that county; the picking 
is nqw nt its height. A rust has attacked 
barley In central Worcester county. Corn, 
on being lushed, is fouud to be very flue— 
nearly all suaud ears. Notwithstanding 
the frost of Utst spring, grapes are gener- 
ally in abundance. Bain is budly needed 
in most sections. 


Water Very Low. 


The weather has been very favorable In 


Bhode Island for ripening crops aud for 
harvesting, and iiiDSt of tho field corn.is 
cut aud silos are bumg rapidly filled. Ap- 
ples ate failing off very badly. With cue 
exception of a light sliowec on the 18th, 
no rain has fiillun during the week, and 
water is gutting low to wells and cisterns.

Too I>rr. 


The dry weather continues in Connecti- 


cut, aud is Imvmg a bud effect on grass in 
fields and pastures, and on rye and Uilo 
forago jcrops. 
It has been splendid, 


woailier, however, for drying corn and 
beans aud for digging potatoes. Several 
report that the potato disease has been 
greatly chocked by the dry weather. A 
great part of th« corn is out. Tlio crop was 
injured only slightly by frost.

being injured by the dry, hot conditions. 
, Celery is feeling the effects of the drought, 
and is rusting some in New Haven 
county.
